“In the United Kingdom the National Memorial. 
with royal approval, will take the form of Playing Fiolds 
throughout the country with suitable commemorative 
entrance gates. . Members of the fighting Services in 
this Colony are subscribing to this Home mamorial, and , 
any civilians who desire to contribute are reminded that 
remittances should be addressed to “The King George 
Marla Memorial Fund, The Mansion House, London, 


At the present time of economic depression it is 
unlikely. that sufficient money could be ‘raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas for playing fields. 
The Executive Countil has therefore had under most

Great Britaln fs determined to 
mutch any increase tn gun calibre 
contemplated by foreign navies. — 

If battleships mounting  16-Inch 
guns onure plinned abroad Great 
Britain will build ships moyntingg 10- 
inch guns. If 18-inch or even larger 
uns make their appearntice in for- 
elgn navies Great Britaln will mateh 
thelr construction, 

There 1s to be no question of ac- 
eepiing any shtp-for-ship inferiority 
in future naval construction. It 1s 
even possible that, if other nations 
endeavour to effect Increases in gun 
callbre, Great Lritaln, may consider 
building ships with armament so 
powerful that it could not be ex- 
ceeded, ot 

This does not mean -that the two 
battleships, to. be laid down carly in 
the New’ Year are to mount guns of 
very large calibre, As ‘has been 
‘stated in the Morning Post, these 
ships are to moun} 14-inch guns, 
Owing to the speed at which pre- 
Mminary work on these ships has 
Been pushed forward, Gréat Britain 

. is now committed to the 14-inch yun 
for these two shirts, : 
14 INCH GUN CLAUSE 

It is held that these two shivs arc 
required primarily to offset capital 
ship constuction In Europe—notably 


the--26,000-lon-German-batileships—. 


and that the 14-inch gun therefore 
docs not represent an inferiority, 
even if Japan and the United States 
build ships mounting bigger guns. 

Under the terms of the London 
Naval Trealy of. last March—wnoich 
hos po far been ratified only by the 
United States—the gun calibre of 
capi saps is limited to 14 inches 
if Japan agrees to this imitation be- 
fore ‘April 1 next year. 

Some months ago Japan was aslc- 
-ed whether she would subscribe to 
. the Treaty, and her answer was 

“No.” This was taken by the United 

’ States to mean that Japan had no 

intention of ndhering tothe limit of 

Moinches for the gun calibre '* of 

future capital ships, and the United 

States hos. made plang for the lay- 

. ing down of two ‘battleships mount- 
ing 16-inch guns carly next year, 

There ‘have been rumours that 

‘ Jopan is contemplating the con- 

struction of capital ships of very 

large size and mounting guns of 
18-Inch calibre. . “ 

Jnpan is, observing: the closest’ 
secrecy about her naval plans, but 
if’ these rumours prove to be facts it 
would seem to show that Japan is 
bent upon following the strateyy of 
Lord Fisher in building slips which 
wilt call for “replies” so large that 
they cannot pass through the stratc- 
gic canal of the potential enemy—in 
this case the Panuma Canal. 

So far ns Grent Britain ‘is concern- 
ed, the adoption of such a policy 
would lead to the mounting in Brit- 
ish battleships of guns os powerful 
as, if not more. powerful than,’ any 
mounted In foreign capital ships.

I believe the differentiution there 
is that when the ball is passed for- 
ward to a phiye he run {t is 
deemed a forward p but when 
the player is standing: In an offside 
position and the ball Js passed for- 
ward to him he js regarded as off- 
side, and oa penally kick ts ordered. 

To my mind, thls is n logical inter- 
pretution, yet I recall that when the 
Australians were here in 1929-30 and 
one of our referees penalised them In 
such circumstances they raised a 
storm + of protest, and the Rugby 
League Council gave oan official 
ruling that the decision of the referee 
in such circumstances should have 
been “a serum.”. 

The offside rule undoubtedly necds 
complete overhaul, At present the’ 
rules make it much too profitable for 
a player who les offside most of the 
aime waiting to snap up an op- 
portunity orising out of the mistakes 
of an opponent. : r 

T think we should insert a clause 


‘tothe elect that tn offside player 


must immediately take steps to put 
himself onside. 

This would prevent the growing 
practice of forwards lying within five 
yords of un opponent waiting for the 
ball, and not moving at all. Such 
players are rarely penalised, though, 
in my opinion, they should be, be- 
enuse their very presence in that 
position is calculated to obstruct or 
unnerve the opponent waiting to take 
the’ ball. . 

The rule says: “An offside player 
shall not actively or passively ob- 
struct an opponent,” but, If, say, a 
full-back knocks on, most referees 
allow play to proceed {f-the bul) gocs 
to one of the men who had been 
lying in bn offside position.

KING GEORGE V MEMORIAL 


FOR HONGKONG 


OFFICIAL SCHEME. . 


"His Excellency the Governor has been informed 
from many quarters’ of a general desire that Hong Kong ° 
should possess a, worthy Memorial to His. late’ Majesty, 
King George 'V. : . : 


In the United Kingdom the National Memorial, 
with royal approval, will take the form of Playing Fields 


throughout the :country with ‘suitable commemorative - 


entrance gates, ‘Members of the fighting Services, in 
this Colony are subscribing to. this Home memorial, .and 
any civilians who, desire to contribute are reminded that 


remittances should be addressed to “The King George , 


National Memoriat Fund, The Mansion House,- London, 
£04." : ‘ ; 


’ At the present time of economic depression it is 
unlikely that sufficient money could be raised in this 
Colony for the purchase of large areas for playing fields. - 
The Executive Council has therefore had under most 
careful consideration the ‘preparation of a plan which, 
while Identical in its main purpose and conception with 
tho Home Scheme, will carry with it an assurance of 
immediate practical success and of popular acceptance. 
The: scheme which has emerged is that ‘Government 
should preserve for public parks with children’s play-_ 
grounds two open spaces, one in Victoria ‘and the other 
in Kowloon. Both the proposed areas adjoin’ congested 
districts, and any possible doubts as to their potential 
recreative and, hygienic ‘value will be specdily dispelled 
by an evening visit to the existing’ Southorn Playing 
Ground at Wantsat. ‘ 


The area selected for Victoria is the beautiful 
garden of the present Government Civil Hospital, which 
will no longer be required when the Queen Mary Hospital 
opens next year. The Maternity Block and Medical 
Officer's quarters can be demolished and there will then 
be room for three playgrounds and (if funds permit) 
for a paddling pool, without encroachment on the fine 
lawn that already exists. The many lovely trees, which 
luckily escaped mutilation by the recent typhoon, would 
of course be preserved In any future layout, 


In Kowloon there is a sufficiently large unalienated 
space at the Northern end of Canton Road just before 
it joins Jordan Road, [t contains at present’ some rocky 
hummocks but, given funds, these can be easily levelled 
off or converted into terrace gardens. More would have 
to be done here than at the Civil Hospital, but there is 
no reason why an equally useful and pleasant result 
should not emerge. If, however, this area can be 
exchanged for-one even more suitable the Government: 
will consider such an exchange, 


The, Government's contribution to the scheme will 
be the preservation of these areas as open spaces, their 
Preparation and equipment depending upon public 
subscription. . The. erection of commemorative arches 
or gates, as under the Home Scheme, would doubtless 
meet with general approval but (although tentative 
sketch-plans are being got out) the local Scheme is not 
he tied to any set design. All subscriptions will be 

anded over to the Urban Council, and with them will 
lie the responsibility of getting the fullest value for 
money in thé lay-out, equipment and beautification of 
both areas. It is considered that future maintenance 
would be a fair charge on urban revenues and voluntary 
subscriptions will therefore be utilised entirely on initial 
development. : .

RIGHT AND LOGICAL POINTS 


‘(By E, G. Blackwell) 


‘+ Mr. —. .F. Anderson, Jolnt 
manager of the Rugby League team 
in Australla, telly me that In the 
many dlscusstons he had with the 
leaders of the game “down under” 
they laid great emphasis on the 
contentlon that “ours is an onside. 
not an offside, game." Like most 
other .slogans and catch phrases, 
this‘ needs o lot of amplifying and 
explaining. | * 
The Australians do not like our 
Interpretation of the piny-the-ball 
rule, nor the rule which places on- 
side a player standing In on offside 
position when the ball has been kick- 
et or played by an opponent. 

A few scasons ngo we ourselves 
recognised the Injustice of a man 
belng placed on side merely by the 
ball jn transit touching an opponent, 
and the rule .was altered to “kicked 
or played," : 

1 am afrntd, however, that this 
docs not meet the case, Spectators, 
even after several seasons, do not-ap- 
preclate the differences, but yell ‘all 
onside!” when the ball toughes an 
opponent, however accidentally. 


LOGICAL INTERPRETATION 

Referees for the most part have not 
the courage to resist such shouts, and 
one often sees ployers allowed | to 
proceed when they should have been 
rlopped, , 

In point of actual fact, a big per 
centage of intercepted s could 
not be taken were the’ ployers nip- 
ping In not in an offside position, yet 


‘according to rule a player cannat be 


offside from an opponent’s pass. 
Then again, when’ the ball ts poss- 
ed forward the player receiving the 
s‘in an offside position; and in 
aie ond New Zeulund the 
offence ts trented ons such and oa 
penalty kick awarded; instead of, as 
here, a serum being ordered. 

1 believe the differentiation there 
is that. when the ball is passed for- 
ward {o a player on the run it js 
deemed a forward pass, but when 
the ployer [s standing in an offside 
position and the ball Is passed for- 
ward to him he Is regarded us off- 
side, and a penalty kick fs ordered, 

To my mind, this Js a lopicat inter- 
pretation, yet IT recall that when the 
Australians were here jn 1929-30 und 
one of our referees penalised them In 
such circumstances they raised a 
storm of protest, and the Rugby 
League ‘Council gave «an official 
ruling that the decision of the referee 
in such’ circumstances should have, 
been “a scrum." 

The offside rule undoubtedly needa 
complete overhnul. At present the 
rules make it much too profitable for 


a player who fies offside most of the |- 


Kame waiting to snap up an op- 
portunity arising out of the mistakes 
of an opponent, 

I think we should insert. a clause 


Ao_the_effect_that.an_offside player, 


must immediately take steps to put 

himself onside, ‘ , 

.Thts would prevent the growing 
‘practice of forwards lying within five 
yards of an opponent waiting for the 
ball, and not maving at all, Such 
players are rarely penalised, though, 
in my opinion, they should be; be- 
cause their very presence, fn that 
position is culculuted to obstruct or 
Unnerve the opponent waiting to take 
the ball. 

The rule says: “An offside player 
Shall’ not actively or passively ob- 
struct an opponent,” but If, say, o 
full-back knocks on, most referees 
allow play to proceed if.the ball gocs 
to one of the men who had been 
lying in an offside position. 

The ruling that a player cannot be 
offside from an opponent's pass 
should be climinated, ‘as should be 
the sub-section on page 47 of the 
OMicial Guide which ‘reads “when 
the ball has been kicked or played 
by an opponent.” ‘ 

player who .is lying offside 
shotld only be placed onside by one 
of his side running in front of him 
with the ball, or by one of his side 
who has run in front of him after 
having kicked the ball, 


RULE A HANDICAP
